Surplus Food Distribution

In a speech formally pre¬ 
senting the new building for 
the Greenbelt Police Depart¬ 
ment at Saturday's dedica¬ 
tion program. Mayor Gil 
Weidenfeld took the occasion 
to announce three other de¬ 
velopments in the city's $6 
million capital improvements 
program which had been au¬ 
thorized in a referendum in 
1985. These were the con¬ 
clusion of an agreement this 
week to purchase a 102-acre 
tract in Parcel 1, the award¬ 
ing of a bid to reconstruct 
Centerway and its sidewalks 
in th e Roosevelt Center, and 
completion as well of plans 
for the indoor swimming 
pool facility, which Weiden¬ 
feld said would be put out 
for bids during the month 
of June. 

Although construction of a po¬ 
lice facility had always been a 
high priority in allocation of 
■funds authorized by the referen¬ 
dum, many at the time argued 
vociferously that acquisition of 
the last remaining piece of un¬ 
developed woodlands in old 
Greenbelt—the Parcel 1 tract—or 
construction of an indoor swim¬ 
ming pool also claimed priority 
positions. It seemed apparent 
that, with rising prices, the ref¬ 
erendum money was becoming 
inadequate for all these proj¬ 
ects. Now, under the sunny sky 
of the dedication ceremony, 
Weidenfeld was saying we could 
have it all. 

Decked with bunting at the 
corners of the roof and with 
newly completed landscaping of 
bushes and flowers, the police 
facility made an inviting back¬ 
drop for the ceremonial occasion. 
Under a yellow awning near the 
main door of the building, the

The Greenbelt City Coun¬ 
cil approved a resolution 
Monday night authorizing 
the negotiated purchase of 
the 102.5 acre Parcel 1 for 
$2,200,000 and settlement of 
the condemnation proceed¬ 
ings pending before the Cir¬ 
cuit Court. City Manager 
James K. Giese reported to 
council that the purchase of 
the property would be re¬ 
corded at the Court House 
in Upper Marlboro, probably 
this week, giving the city 
title to the land. 

The city council has devoted 
more than two years in its ef¬ 
forts to obtain the property. The 


platform party looked out on the 
parking lot along Crescent Road, 
where chairs had been placed in 
rows for the audience of citizens 
and distinguished visitors. Among 
these were state and county of¬ 
ficials; representatives of the 
county sheriff’s office, county 
and state police departments and 
the Edmonston Police; former 
Greenbelt Police Chief Frank 
Hutson, who returned for the 
occasion from his post in Flor¬ 
ida; and others associated with 


process taxed the patience of 
those citizens most eager to save 
the green belt. Many were new¬ 
comers to politics and suspicious 
of council when they began their 
crusade. The three dozen sup¬ 
porters erupted with cheers and 
applause at the final vote. 

Prince Georges County and the 
State of Maryland cooperated to 
provide a major portion of the 
funding, $1,250,000, and the Na¬ 
tional Park Service, through the 
efforts of Congressman Steny 
Hoyer, is expected to provide 
another $500,000. Still to be 
worked out are any limitations 
to be placed on the use of the 
property as a result of this as¬ 
sistance. 

Marsha Barrett, Plateau Place, 
asked how much of the purchase 
is being made with “woodland 


the design and construction of 
the building. 

In his address Mayor Weiden¬ 
feld stressed the city’s emphasis 
upon “outstanding” design for 
this facility, which stands at one 
of the gateways into the city. 
Incorporating elements of the 
Art Deco and international archi¬ 
tectural styles used in the orig¬ 
inal designs for Greenbelt in 
1937—particularly in the use of

conservation money.” Slightly 
more than half, Giese responded. 
The county money originated 
from a state fund to preserve 
farmland which was broadened 
by the State legislature last year 
to include conservation of wood¬ 
lands. Clara Kuehn, 45 Ridge 
Road, suggested, “If it’s a little 
over 50 percent, let’s make (the 
conservation area) every other 
foot.” 

The National Park Service will 
use its funds, Giese explained, 
either to purchase land or an 
easement, probably adjacent to 
the Baltimore-Washington Park¬ 
way. For example, he said, they 
could purchase an easement that 
might bar the cutting of trees 
for a certain distance from the 
road and then bar development

In the city’s tribute, Mayor 
Gil Weidenfeld said, “Like 
Greenbelt, Jim Wolfe was snecial 
too. Because of an orphaned life, 
he wanted others to have what 
he didn’t. Perhaps that is one 
of the reasons that Jim worked 
so hard to make Greenbelt spe¬ 
cial for his family—for all fami¬ 
lies—for citizens young and old 
alike. For every activity Jim felt 
he could be part of, he volun¬ 
teered. He wanted the best com¬ 
munity possible and strived to 
provide it.” 

Weidenfeld noted that “as both 
a member of the city’s original 
recreation board, and later as a 
city council member, Jim was 
an active youth sponsor and saw 
to it that there were adequate 
parks, athletic fields and re¬ 
sources for sports and recreation. 
He was instrumental in initiating 
the city’s first teen center, ‘The 
Drop In,’ as well as serving on 
the teen advisory board.” He also 
was an active member of the 
Greenbelt Lions Club, the Green¬ 
belt Community Church board 
and the Masons and served as 
postmaster. 

The mayor encouraged Green- 
belters to “rededicate ourselves 
to that community spirit estab¬ 
lished by Jim Wolfe and other 
city pioneers. Let us continue to 
take pride in being part of this 
special way of life and special 
place—Greenbelt.” 

Plantings placed at the base 
of the dedication marker were 
donated by the Lions Club as a 
tribute to Wolfe’s outstanding 
service to the community and 
to those less fortunate. Repre¬ 
senting the Lions were Ernest 
Varda, secretary, and Emory 
Harmon, vice-president.

On Wednesday and Thursday, 
June 13 and 14, the city will 
again distribute surplus food as 
part of the Prince Georges Coun¬ 
ty Surplus Food Program.

"No Through Truck" 
Routes Established 

Effective immediately upon 
posting of official regulation 
signs by the Public Works De¬ 
partment, the city has estab¬ 
lished the following no-through- 
truck streets and alternate truck 
route. 

Streets designated for “No 
Through Truck Traffic” are: 
Greenhill Road from Crescent 
Road to Research Road, North¬ 
way from Crescent Road to Hill¬ 
side Road and Woodland Way 
from Northway to Hillside Road. 
The alternate truck route for 
these streets is Crescent Road 
to Hillside Road. 

“No Through Truck Traffic” 
signs will also be posted on Lake¬ 
side Drive from Westway to 
Crescent Road with the designa¬ 
tion of Westway to Crescent 
Road as the alternate route. 

No trucks will be permitted on 
Mathew Street from Ora Glen 
Drive to Mandan Road. The al¬ 
ternate route is Ora Glen Drive 
to Mandan Road. 

This prohibition applies to all 
trucks in excess of a manufac¬ 
turer’s rated capacity of ton 
and in excess of a gross vehicle 
weight of 7,000 pounds. 

LAKE PARKING PERMITS

permits for the use of a parking 
area at the “Buddv” Attick 
Park from the Greenbelt Finance 
Office.

Maryland voters have until 9 
p.m. Monday, June 18 to change 
party affiliation. After that date, 
no one is permitted to change 
from one party to another un¬ 
less the voter changes his resi¬ 
dence from one county to another 
or from a county to Baltimore 
City, or from Baltimore City to 
another county within the State 
when registration is open. Upon 
reregistering after such a move, 
one may switch party affiliation 
even though it is after June 18. 

State law requires that the 
deadline for a change of party 
affiliation be 12 weeks or 84 
days prior to a primary election. 
This Primary Election is to be 
held on Tuesday, September 11. 
The deadline for voter registra¬ 
tion before the Primary Election 
is 9 p.m., Monday, August 13.

colored horizontal borders of 
deeper toned brick and in curv¬ 
ing walls of glass brick near the 
principal entrance—the building 
was also described as represent¬ 
ing the state-of-the-art in com¬ 
munications equipment and in 
functional design* 

Ceremony 

The program began officially 
with the raising of the colors 
on the flagpole near Ridge Road 
and the singing of the national 
anthem by PFC Michael Jeffreys 
of the Police Department. Fol¬ 
lowing the invocation by the 
Rev. Dr. Ernest Cunningham, 
Chief James R, Craze introduced 
the Honorable C. Phillip Nichols, 
Judge of the 5th District Court 
of Maryland, as keynote speaker. 
Judge Nichols sketched briefly 
the history of police work from 
the time of the Romans to the 
most recent days when officers 
in the state and in the county 
have been killed in the line of 
duty. Judge Nichols recalled the 
times in this city, when only 
“courtesy slips” were given for 
traffic violations, often by Green- 
belt’s Albert S. (’’Buddy”) At- 
tick, one of three who served as 
both police and fire safety offi¬ 
cers when the town began. (Suit¬ 
ably, the new building is sited 
on Crescent Road opposite the 
entrance to the lake park, which 
is named for Buddy Attick.) 

Council members Antoinette 
("Toni”) Bram and Edward Pu- 
tens then unveiled a plaaue, which 
will be placed on the building’s 
outside wall, that names the cur¬ 
rent roster of the police depart¬ 
ment Bram suggested that the 
citizens of Greenbelt should be 
accorded all responsibility for 
creation of the facility. “They’ll 
be paying for it for years,” she 
said. 

A similar plaque naming the 
current members of the city 
council, as well as program co¬ 
ordinators Chief Craze, Celia 
Wilson, Kenneth Stair and City 
Manager James K. Giese, was 
then unveiled by council member 
Joseph Isaacs and Mayor Pro 
Tern Thomas X. White. 

Stepping out of his role as 
Master of Ceremonies for the 
occasion and in his role as City 
Manager, James K. Giese later 
presented two special awards to 
City Planning and Development 
Coordinator Celia Wilson and to 
police lieutenant Kenneth Stair, 
who served as police technical 
consultant, in the designing and 
construction process. Each award, 
in the form of a certificate, was 
accompanied by a check for $250. 

Later, in what was a surprise 
to the recipient, Valerie Siegel, 
on behalf of the city’s Crime 
Watch volunteers program, an¬ 
nounced that a flowering pear 
tree had been planted near the 
driveway entrance in honor of 
citizen activist Dorothy Pyles, 
whose concern over the over¬ 
crowded conditions for the de¬ 
partment, When it was housed in 
the Municipal Building, helped 
to create the climate of support 
that gave construction of the 
new building a high place on the 
city's capital improvements agen. 
da. 

Following the ceremony, those

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awnings at the rear of the fa¬ 
cility to join in a picnic lunch 
hosted by the Ladies Auxiliary 
of the Greenbelt Fire Department 
and Rescue Squad.

The Greenbelt Jaycees have been involved in the com¬ 
munity since the Chapter was chartered in April 1959 by 
the U.S. Jaycees.

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Centerway Construction to Begin; 
Six Story Office Building Planned

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld 
started the May 29 regular 
council meeting on a positive 
note, announcing that the 
city had reached agreement 
in principle with the owner 
of Parcel 1 for the purchase 
of that property. The agree¬ 
ment had not yet been sign¬ 
ed and details such as price 
and the timing of the ex¬ 
change were not then avail¬ 
able. (For details since work¬ 
ed out see separate story.) 

Council awarded the bid for 
the reconstruction of Centerway 
to NZI Construction Corp. for 
$420,320. The work will include 
replacing curbs and sidewalks, 
some decorative paving, realign¬ 
ment of the entrance from 
Southway, the planting of new 
trees and repaving. Work on the 
project, which should begin with¬ 
in 30 days, is expected to be com¬ 
pleted before Labor Day. Ap¬ 
proximately 90 percent of the 
cost of the contract will be 
funded through a federal Com-

Grant. 

Golden Triangle 

Council approved, subject to 
conditions, site and landscape 
plans for a new, six-story office 
building in the Golden Trianele 
office park. The Golden Triangle 
is located north of Greenbelt 
Road between the Beltway and 
Kenilworth Avenue. 

The new building, with a three- 
story parking garage, will be 
constructed behind the existing 
Oxford building. Construction of 
the 126,700 square foot office 
building will bring the total of¬ 
fice space of the site to 541,000 
square feet. The preliminary plan 
of subdivision for the site limits 
the park to 912,000 square feet 
of space. 

Dario Agnolutto, attorney for 
Prudential Insurance Co., pre¬ 
sented a concept plan for the 
property. shows three 

additional office buildings, simi¬ 
lar to the one now under con¬ 
sideration, each with its own 
parking garage. Agnolutto 
stressed that the buildings will 
not be constructed unless market 
conditions warrant. He said that 
the company delayed construct¬ 
ing this building until road im¬ 
provements were in place and 
until his client was satisfied that 
he could lease the space. 

Agnohitto described the build¬ 
ing's design as utilizing the 
topography of the site. The ga¬ 
rage will be constructed between 
Golden Triangle Drive and the 
new office building with the top 
deck of the parking garage 
roughly level with the first floor 
of the office building. The ga¬ 
rage roof will also be lower than 
the tops of the buildings closer 
to Greenbelt Road. 

The main topic of debate at the 
meeting concerned whether land¬ 
scaping on the top of the garage 
should be required as recom¬ 
mended by the city's Advisory 
Planning Board (APB). Council 
member Antoinette M. Bram ar¬ 
gued forcefully for such plant¬ 
ings. She claimed they would 
reduce heat buildup and improve 
air quality. 

Michael Paukstitus, General 
Manager of Prudential Property 
Company, developer of the office 
project, refused to accept this 
condition. He said that addition 
of upper deck planters would 
significantly increase the con¬ 
struction and maintenance costs 
of the garage, as well as increas¬ 
ing the possibility for water in¬ 
filtration. Paukstitus called water 
infiltration one of the major 


problems in garage maintenance. 
Bram’s motion to require top 
deck landscaping died for lack 
of a second. 

North End School 

Sherry Lynn Brooke Garten 
petitioned council to hold a sec¬ 
ond vote on the issue of turning 
over the North End School prop¬ 
erty to the county in exchange 
for Center School. The county 
plans to construct a new elemen¬ 
tary school on the North End 
site. Negotiators for the two 
governments are currently trying 
to work out details of the trans¬ 
fer. 

Brooke Garten argued the 
previous vote, as part of the 
June 1989 bond referendum, 
which favored the new North 
End School and a city-run com¬ 
munity center at Center School, 
was based upon erroneous infor¬ 
mation. She said that the planned 
school is too large for the site 
and will generate too much addi¬ 
tional traffic. 

The petition will be considered 
at the next council meeting. 

Committee Reports 

As part of the consent agenda, 
council accepted the following 
committee reports without dis¬ 
cussion: 

Advisory Planning Board 
(APB) report 90-10, in which 
the board recommends that the 
perimeter trail be established 
from the existing trail system, 
with minimal improvements. This 
report will be considered at a 
future meeting after council re¬ 
ceives the comparable report 
from the Park and Recreation 
Advisory Board (PRAB). 

PRAB report 5-90 and APB 
report 90-12, concerning city 
staff's proposal to construct a 
public works storage shed and 
materials handling yard on city 
owned property at the end of 
Hamilton Place. APB recom¬ 
mended disapproval of both the 
shed and the yard. PRAB, how¬ 
ever, supported a shed located 
as near as possible to the Green¬ 
belt Homes Inc. compound but 
recommended that the materials 
handling yard remain in its cur¬ 
rent location adjacent to Buddy 
Attick Park. 

PRAB report 6-90, urging bet¬ 
ter weekend trash collection at 
Buddy Attick Park. This report 
will be considered at the June 
14 council meeting. 

Other Actions 

Council accepted the resigna¬ 
tion of Gwen Worley from the

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GEAC Grapples With Recycling Issues, 
Is Awash With Questions on Lakes

Whether the city develops 
its own recycling program or 
takes part in the county-run 
program, the communities in 
Greenbelt East will need to 
make their own plans with 
their trash hauler or the 
county, since the city is re¬ 
sponsible only for its current 
trash customers. This fact 
was among the key points of 
the discussion of recycling 
at the May 3 GEAC meeting 
at Windsor Green. 

David Helmecki, the city's rep¬ 
resentative, and Leonie Penney, 
a member of the Advisory Com¬ 
mittee on Recycling and Refuse 
Collection, attended the meeting 
and took part in the discussion 
of the majority and minority re¬ 
ports of the committee, the tim¬ 
ing of the county's program and 
the possible point of collection. 

Since the GEAC member com¬ 
munities would not be part of 
any city-run program, their con¬ 
cerns centered on the possible 
cost to the overall tax rate of 
such a program. Will trash fees 
alone be able to fund the pro¬ 
gram or will capital costs have 
to be covered out of general reve¬ 
nues? Since the costs have not 
been clearly defined, no defini¬ 
tive answer was possible. 

Under the county recycling 
program, collection will occur 
at curbside, rather than door-to- 
door as is proposed under the 
city plan. Since the East would 
not be part of any city plan, that 
was not an issue* Rather, the 
question, which remained unan¬ 
swered, was whether individual 
curbside collection would be pos¬ 
sible or if the county would re¬ 
quire dumpsters for groups of 
houses. This could be a problem 
in some of tbe communities, 
which have trash rooms and pro¬ 
hibit dumpsters. 

No action was taken but the 
need for more information, which 
may be forthcoming at the public 
hearing on recycling, was ex¬ 
pressed.

outrage” over the lack of infor¬ 
mation and the decision-making 
process on Schrom Hills Lake, 
both the lake that exists and the 
lake that was promised. Resi¬ 
dents had alerted city and county 
officials when a lake formed and 
continued rising in the trees bor¬ 
dering Greenbrook Village. The 
lake level was encroaching on 
the grassy verge and threaten¬ 
ing nearby homes. 

On an emergency basis the 
county dug a trench to prevent 
any further rise in the existing 
lake. However, neither of the 
two county agencies responsible 
for stormwater management re¬ 
sponded when asked whether that 
lake would be drained and a 
redesigned lake would then be 
built. 

Originally a five-acre lake 
was to be built at Greenbrook 
Village and become part of 
Schrom Hills Park. The future 
lake was a major selling (and 
pricing) point as the homes in 
Greenbrook Village were being 
built. Significant wetlands were 
found at the site, however. This 
caused concern that the Army 
Corps of Engineers would not 
issue the necessary permit for 
construction of the lake and de¬ 
struction of the wetlands. 

At some point a decision was 
reached, whether by county or 
city staff is not clear, not to 
apply for the permit for the lake 
as designed. Instead, the city 
would have a two-acre lake de¬ 
signed that would have less ef¬ 
fect on the wetlands. Responsi¬ 
bility for design of the lake 
currently seems to rest with two 
county agencies, since the lake 
would serve stormwater manage¬ 
ment functions. The legislature 
has given the county responsi¬ 
bility for stormwater manage¬ 
ment. 

Whether the county is design¬ 
ing the smaller lake and what 
role the city is playing in the 


process remains unclear. The de¬ 
sign and approval process has 
been conducted mainly by word 
of mouth, said Edward Schilling. 
City staff had thought the coun¬ 
ty had applied for the permit 
for the original lake, but “some¬ 
one heard” that the Corps of 
Engineers would reject it so the 
application was never submitted, 
he said. “These people are not 
volunteers,” Schilling said, “I 
can't understand why paid pro¬ 
fessionals let something like this 
fall through the cracks.” 

GEAC board agreed to petition 
city council for a chronology of 
the lake design and approval 
process, as well as for an expla¬ 
nation of the current status. 

Development Issues 

Sheldon Goldberg rep orted 
that he had asked city council 
about the status of Sunrise at 
its April 30 meeting. City Man¬ 
ager James Giese had told him 
that he was unaware of any foot¬ 
ings having been installed so 
that the developer's grandfath¬ 
ered rights to zoning may have 
been lost. The county council 
passed the Sectional Map Amend¬ 
ment (SMA) on May 1 giving 
the site RISC zoning (residential 
condominium). 

At the 7-Eleven site, the city 
council voted 4-0 to request R-80 
zoning in the SMA but the de¬ 
veloper had installed footings 
early in the day, before the SMA 
vote, preserving the riglit to build 
the convenience store. While 
there was a question of the le¬ 
gality of the footer installation 
(was there an inspector on 
site?), work had been continuing 
all week. Apparently, no stop- 
work order was in effect, 

Gypsy Moths 

Roy Dahl noted that while 
Greenbelt East was not included 
in the gypsy moth spraying pro¬ 
gram, he had seen lots of cater¬ 
pillars and holes in the leaves 
of the trees in the common areas

Skeletons Speak at ERHS

On April 24, about 900 Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School science 
students in grades 9-12 attended 
a lecture by Dr. Douglas Owsley 
of the Smithsonian Institution. 
The talk, “Forensic Anthropol¬ 
ogy: Will the skeleton take the 
stand?” clearly explained and 
illustrated the kind of work that 
is done by about 60 forensic an¬ 
thropologists in the United States. 
Dr. Owsley spends 80 percent of 
his time studying topics such as 
Native American culture and ar¬ 
chaeology, Civil War and other 
early battlefields, analysis of re¬ 
mains in old cemeteries and at 
plantations and early civilization 
on Easter Island. 

Dr. Owsley explained that 
skeletons are carefully examined 
to determine causes of illness or 
death, including epidemics, bat¬ 
tlefield wounds and weapons used, 
food deficiencies, injuries, and 
heredity diseases. Ancient medi¬ 
cal and surgical techniques can be 
determined. Examination of a 
skeleton can also reveal a per¬ 
son's age, race, the work done by 
the person, sex, number of chil¬ 
dren borne by women, and prob¬ 
able appearance when alive. Dr, 
Owsley's publications deal with 
diverse subjects, such as the ori¬ 
gin of syphilis, scalping, teenage 
food preferences, Chinese foot¬ 
binding, 19th century surgical 
techniques, podiatry, and identi¬ 
fication of individuals. As Dr. 
Owsley said, “People are unique 
inside.” 

About 20 percent of Dr. Ows¬ 
ley's time is spent helping police 
solve cases by providing positive 
identification of remains and by 
determining time and method of 
death. He decribed and illustrated 
the techniques that he psed in 
several of over 100 cases of dis¬ 
appearance, arson, accident and 
homicide that he has worked with. 
The students learned how this 
science is used to help society 
function smoothly. They seemed 
to find this topic very interesting. 

Dr. Owsley has a BA from 
the University of Wyoming and 
an MA and PhD from the Uni¬ 
versity of Tennessee. He is mar¬ 
ried, with two daughters, _

for an additional distance. 

The city’s portion of the costs 
will he qlose to $500,000, includ¬ 
ing about $60,000 spent “to prove 
the land wasn’t worth what the 
developers were asking—$4,400,- 
000.” The additional money cov¬ 
ered the cost of the attorneys, 
appraisers, engineers, environ¬ 
mental specialists, a traffic 
study, and other consultants. In 
the compromise arrived at, the 
city has agreed to a total price 
of $3,600,000 for the land, with 
the developers to receive a 
$2,200,000 cash settlement for a 
portion of the property. They 
will then donate the remaining 
portion worth $1,400,000. 

Remarks by Council 

“Everyone is pleased and ex¬ 
cited,” said a grinning Mayor 
Gil Weidenfeld. “One of the last 
vestiges of the green belt will 
remain as wooded land.” 

Council member Ed Putens 
complimented the staff, especial¬ 
ly City Solicitor Robert Manzi 
and attorney Bill Brennan for 
their negotiating skills and 
strategies. 

Council members Antoinette M, 
Bram and Joseph Isaacs spoke 
of their early commitments to 
the acquisition of the property. 

Putens thanked Barrett and 
“all of you in the audience.” 
Weidenfeld seconded that thanks. 
“Community support for this 
allowed us to go forward, with 
state and federal help, in spend¬ 
ing such a considerable amount 
of money,” 

Calling the purchase “historic,” 
council member Thomas X. White 
related the “long saga” of Par¬ 
cel 1, It was saved from devel¬ 
opment as a three-school complex 
in the early 70's, he said, by 
citizen intervention. It was saved 
again by deleting the perimeter 
road from the Master Plan. And 
now Parcel 1 will be permanently 
saved through the actions of 
citizens and council to purchase 
the land. 

(Citizens saved both Parcels 1 
and 2 from development in the 
mid 60's when the council with 
citizen support rejected the de¬ 
velopers' offer to sell to the 
Board of Education a highly de¬ 
sired high school site on Parcel 
15 in exchange for city support 
of multi-family and townhouse 
zoning on the 200 acre tract. The 
offer brought heated exchanges 
in at least two council meetings 
in 1965. This paper well remem¬ 
bers those exchanges, for they 
led to a $2,000,000 libel suit. The 
Greenbelt News Review was even¬ 
tually vindicated in 1970 when 
the U*S. Supreme Court unani¬ 
mously agreed that the newspa¬ 
per, in fairly and accurately re¬ 
porting the exchanges in the city 
council meetings, “was perform¬ 
ing the wholly legitimate func¬ 
tion of a community newspa¬ 
per.”)

GUI Members Voice Their Frustrations 
Over Yards; Modification Offered

The Greenbelt Homes 
board room was packed on 
Thursday, May 10, as resi¬ 
dents of 11 court of Laurel 
Hill Road and other mem¬ 
bers voiced their concerns, 
frustrations and anger over 
the siting of the play areas 
for the new North End ele¬ 
mentary school. 

At issue was the use of the 
city land (to be transferred to 
the Prince Georges County Board 
of Education) up to the prop¬ 
erty line, which lies nearly 40 
feet inside GHI yard fences. Most 
of the affected members had 
believed that the fence line 
marked the end of their yards. 
They were dismayed to learn that 
instead of having “their” 70-foot 
yards and a belt of trees between 
them and the hard-surface ele¬ 
mentary school play area, the 
area would be less than 40 feet 
from their doors. 

Modification to Site Plan 

R. C. Garcia, architect for the 
Board of Education, presented 
his suggested modification to the 
site that could maintain a 75-foot 
distance between the Laurel Hills 
houses and the play area. This 
could be done by moving the soc¬ 
cer field and play areas north, 
toward the woods that lie be¬ 
tween the school and the Belts- 
ville Agricultural Research Cen¬ 
ter. (See site plan.) 

Members questioned Garcia ex¬ 
tensively about the size of the 
buffer, the number of trees that 
would be kept between the play 
area and their homes, the addi¬ 
tional woods that would have to 
be cleared if the modification is 
adopted, the need for the school 
to be a one-story structure, the 
design and approval process and 
whether renovating Center School 
made more sense. 

Garcia provided information 


about the site plan and the ef¬ 
fects of the proposed modifica¬ 
tion. He attempted to keep a 
75-foot distance from the houses, 
including the existing fence line 
and trees along it. Moving the 
play areas to keep that buffer 
could necessitate taking up to 
an acre into the northern tree 
line. In response to a question 
about the possibility of a storm¬ 
water management pond being 
required, he said that this could 
require cutting an additional 2.3 
acres of trees. The issue of the 
pond had not been resolved, he 
said, and probably would not be 
until the actual property trans¬ 
fer took place. 

The impetus for a one-story 
school, Garcia said, came from 
the educators, who think a one- 
story structure facilitates the 
educational process. The decision 
to build a new school rather than 
renovate the old came from the 
voters, in the 1989 referendum. 

GHI President Wayne Wil¬ 
liams attempted to keep the dis¬ 
cussion focused on issues that 
GHI could act on, rather than 
those that could be more pro¬ 
ductively discuses Mbt>r for¬ 
ums, such as city council meet¬ 
ings. 

Why didn't GHI tell us this 
was happening, members wanted 
to know. They learned about the 
site plan and encroachment on 
their yards when surveyors came 
through and marked the site line. 
Why weren't we told when we 
bought our homes that the fenced 
yard didn't all belong to us? 

We didn't know about the sur¬ 
veyors coming either, responded 
many members of the board and 
staff. While residents of Plateau 
Place had been invited to an ear¬ 
lier meeting with the Board of 
Education to review the site plan, 
GHI and its members had not

who abutted city woodland to 
include that land within any 
fences they were building. There 
were mutual advantages, it was 
felt, with the GHI member pro¬ 
viding maintenance in return for 
enjoyment of the larger area. 
This policy did not, however, give 
GHI title to any of the city- 
owned land that was enclosed. 

The discrepancy between the 
fence and the true property line 
should have been disclosed upon 
purchase, the board acknowl¬ 
edged. If purchasers had asked, 
surveys showing property lines 
would be available, according to 
staff members. However, most 
purchasers would have made the 
assumption that the yard inside 
the fence was the yard of that 
unit to which they were buying 
a perpetual use agreement. 

What's To Be Done? 

The board adopted a motion 
directing staff to set up a work- 
session with the city staff, to 
support the members in keeping 
the school play area outside GHI 
fences and to explore the pos¬ 
sibility of GHI's deeding or 
leasing the land from the city 
before the transfer to the county.

Williams noted that he in¬ 
tended to recommend to the new 
GHI board (to be elected and 
installed later in the month) that 
a committee be appointed to con¬

JOE'S TIPS OF THE WEEK 


Hello Again ! 1 

There are still a good number of rear wheel drive vehicles on the 
road today and they still come into the repair facility for periodic 
maintenance scheduling during which we cannot forget to check 
the drive shaft for universal joint condition. To refresh our mem¬ 
ory, a universal joint in a drive shaft is the connecting point to 
the transmission and to the rear differential which transmits the 
torque power to drive the car! The condition that we are looking 
for is that both universal joints have to be able to move without 
any binding and cannot have any free play. To diagnose the condi¬ 
tion the drive shaft should be removed. This method gives us a 
100% accurate diagnosis of the condition. If the universal joint has 
massive amounts of free play this condition can be observed thru 
a visual inspection and the drive shaft does not have to be re¬ 
moved. The symptoms that be displayed if you have a uni¬ 
versal Joint condition are a dunking noise emitting from under 
the body of the vehicle when placing it in and out of gear,, a speed- 
related high pitched tinny sound on acceleration, a cracking sound, 
and a speed-related vibration that increases with road speed. 
About 95% of all factory universal joints are sealed and no service 
can be performed, but when these components are replaced it is 
advisable to install universal joints that have service ports for 
zerk type grease fittings so they can be maintained.
